Once o mon 
has signed on the datted line, he 
agrees to participate according to 
the rules andregulatlons of the or- 
ganization. His volunteering days 
ore over. When he puts on the unl- 
form he undertakes to bring credit on the CAP and the Air Force. He 
does not decide to volunteer to wear black shoes. He daes this be- 
couse he has volunteered his folning of a program and once fn the 
program he goes by the rules,or he tums In his ID cord and gets out. 

This is particularly true of unit commanders. Once they have 
Joined the CAP progrom ondare appalnted to command positions, they 
inherit certeln responsibilities that they con not shirk lightly. When 
a man becomes a commander, he not only Is responsible for the rules 
end regulations of the organization, but also In the fleld of reporting 
and also applications for varlous activities. When a notice Is passed 
out 90 days In advance that the deadline for special activities is I

It Is prepared after coreful 
study of lead time needed for such things as travel orders and physical 
exams.

Mony of the medical sectlon 
problems tha! present themselves at 
squadron level could be prevented 
or easily solved. As In almost any 
fleld the simplest solutlon Is to ob- 
foln the services of on expert. 
Stated brlefly, this means: recrult 
€ squadron medical officer ond 
then give him all the cooperation 
you can. This will automatically 
reduce the problems to a minimum. 

Desptte popular misconception 
there is analmost unlimited supply 
of medical officers avallable to 
CAP units. Physicians, beth MD 
and DO are eligible for appolnt- 
ment os unit medicol officers. This 
some regulotlon authorizes app- 
olntment of dentists ond registered 
nurses os assistant unit medicol 
officers. Certolnly in ony area 
large enough to support a CAP 
unit there are doctors, dentists ond 
nurses to be found. It's true that 
many of these people are already 
overburdened with thelr routine 
professional activities. A well 
orgonfzed CAP unit can, however, 
operate In such manner as to re- 
quire very little of thelr time. By 
assigning an interested senior mem- 
ber to the medical section it Is 
possibleto reduce demands on the 
medical officers time, other than 
fer guidance. 

It isopparent that the first step 
In recrulting a medical officer Is 
careful selection of o responsible 
squadron member who can suport, 
and at times direct the medical 
section acfivitfes.  Porticulorly 
sulted are tralned ond qualified 
first oiders, lob technicians, doc- 
tor's office assistonts, ambulance 
drivers, X-Ray technicians, pol- 
Icemen, fireman or hospitol blood 
bank employees, ond many others.

During the Initiol potrol, which 
lostedon hour and ten minutes, the 
pioneer wave-scrapers saw nothing 
except a lo! of water,a few plod- 
ding freighters, and some oil pat- 
ches. The later had significance of 
0 sort;they were probably from ton- 
kers previously sunk in the orea. 

Not nearly so peaceful was the 
maiden flight out of Atlantic City 
a few days later, Mojor Wynant 
C .Farr, portly New York cardboard 
manufacturer who took over os Pat- 
tol Force One's commander shortly 
after GIil Robb Wilton opened up 
the bose, lifted hly yellow Falr= 
child off the runwoy of the Munt- 
cipal Alrport. Basidehimwas cigar 
chewing Al Muthig, who used to 
fly wlth Forr around Walden, New 
York. There were no life-vests 
aboord- just on inflated inner-tube 
which loy onthe cobin floor. They 
hod been told to"get on your radio 
end yell bloody-murder for help" 
in the event they hod to comedown 
in the water. As they circled the 
field, then headed out over Homid's 
Million Dollar Pier, Farr ond Muthig 
suddenly reolized that this would 
be their First ride aver the ocean. 
A few minutes later they were far 
fram share, heading out over the 
vast Atlantic with only a few fish- 
ing boots belowto keep them com-

Fifleen minutes out of Atlantic 
City things stortedto happen. They 
spatted the floundering hulk of a 
torpedoed tanker, which by some 
miracle had not caught fire ond was 
stillafloot. At a safe distance from 
the stricken vessel, Farr ond Muthlg 
could make out the bobbing heads 
of the surviving crewmen, who were 
taking no chances of belng trapped 
by a deloyed explosion. Near the 
bow of the ship, where the torpedo 
hodelpped Into her, floated the limp 
bodies of several sallort who had 
been cought below dacks when the 
torpedo struck, 

Muthlg rodioed the bose for help 
ond Farr circled the tonker, wag- 
gling his wings. The men In the 
water understood thot ald was on 
the way and waved weakly. In less 
thon on hour, a Coost Guard cutter 
come speeding out over the ocean 
and gathered in the survivors. 

The yellow plone buzzed north- 
ward ogain, Its course set for New 
York Harbor. By the tIme It return- 
edtoAtlantic City nearly five hours 
after take-off with its fuel guoge 
edging toward the empty mark, Farr 
and Muthig hod also sighted seven 
floating bodies, on empty lifeboat, 
andonopplecrate. There had been 
no submarines but evidence of their 
presence had been plentiful.

job. Planes from Rohoboth flew rectangular patterns over the slow-moving 
freighters and tonkers from Winter Quarter Light north to Delawore Bay, 
where planes fromAtlontic City took over convoy chores, shepherding 
the ships into New York Harbor. When convoying, the practice wos 
to fly counterclockwise in a regular paltern around the ships, being 
coreful not to leave them uncovered from the reor. 

The down patrol ordinarily took off from Atlantic City ond Rehoboth 
a half-hour before sunrise, following o briefing session conducted ot 
each base by an Intelligence officer. The dusk potrol, or the lost escort 
mission, whichever the case might be, usual ly returned to bose holf an 
hour after sunset. When.there were no convoys to ride herd on, plones 
were sent out on scouting missions ot two-hour. intervals. 

From the lirst, the dawn-to-dusk potro! planes, flying in pairs for 
mutual protection, spatted subs for the Army and Navy. Sometimes, 
as In the first encounter near Cope May they forced U-boots 1o crosh- 
dive just as they were about to attack o lumbering oiler or merchontmon. 
And from the very beginning, the CAP saved lives by radioing the posi- 
Hon of ships in distress and the location of survivors. 

In the early doys--and up to October 15,1942, when the Antisub- 
marine Command wos launched under the operational control of the 
Eastern and Gulf Sea Frontiers--the First Air Force, with headquarters 
at Mitchel Field, Long Island, was charged with protecting the East 
Coast from Maine to Virginia. 

At the time of Pearl Harbor, the First Air Force had a strenalh of 
337 planes, including both fighters and bombers, and 57 of these were 
out of commission, At the time it had only two bases along the cocst, 
one at Langley Field, Virginia, and the other at Mitchel, It «as fram 
these and from some loter-estoblished fields that CAP planes. o!!ed for 
assistance vio the Cope May Naval Air Station control headquarters 
when they spotted submarines.

The next step would be to com- 
muntcote with the family physicion 
of each squadron member. You 
moy fInd a physician who not only 
flies bu! may own his own air- 
craft. These should be the firs! 
to be opprooched since you will 
acquirea medical officer orlented 
in Aerospoce medicine with at 
least o basic knowledge of the 
ground rules. 

Inquirles ot the local olrport 
may turn up alrcroft owners who 
ore quollffed to be medical offl- 
cers. 

When recruiting a medical 
officer with no knowledge or ex- 
perlence with aircroft, it should 
be explained that this does not 
rule out service to the unlt. Many 
squadrans have medicol sections 
commanded by physicians who 
have never been off the ground. 
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severol underseo morauders flushed by the CAP cirmen. 
The men who policed the seolones on coastal patrol realized that 
any flight might be their last one. But they didn't carry porochutes be- 


couse it isn't healthy to boil out at 500 feet or less, which was the usuol 
altitude flown. If on engine foiled, a crew's bes! chance was to try to 


poncoke their ship onto the surface of the water, then to force open the 
doors and pul! themselves out of their flooding cabin os quickly as they 
could. Odds were good thot the sister ship circling above would be 
able to summon aid from a Coast Guard culter or a passing freighter. 
Hitting the drink in the summer wasn't ony fun, but it wos much worse 
in the wintertime becouse ahalf-hour's 'unking in the frigid woter was 
almost sure death. The worst time 1o come down was during the dusk 
patrol, with darkness about to pull a black shroud across the ocean's 
foce--andocross a man's chances for coming home olive .{1 was a rugged 
deal that the “Sunday pilots" of CAP had token on. 

The sun-drenched beaches and the aft er-dork amusements of Atlantic 
City and Rehobo' | were not permitted to interfere with the task at hond. 
Between fights and even during the evenings. coastal potro! personnel 
attended classes in navigation, meteorology, blinker cade, acd other 
subjects that fitted ie with the type of oper ions being can ied out st 


the time. At Atlantic City, where Major Fon insisted on ti!) dicipline

At Major Forr's bose, o drill sorgeon! who come to be banwr as the 
mon with the whistle" was loaned to CAP by the Army's basic training 
center. His wos a formidable challenue--!ut he somehow succeeded 
in converting a sizable group of assorted individualists inte: a smort- 
stepping outfit that proved on several occasions that it could bold its 
own with any military outfit on the porade nround. 

No! one go! rich on coostal patrol. Pilots received no salary but 
merely o per diem of SB to toke core of uniforms, food, lodging, and 
all incidentals. Observers ond mechanics rated $7, and other around 
personnel, including guards and office help, drew $5 or £4. The per 
diem wasn't the lavish gift that some outsiders seemed to think . Captain 
Robert E. Thomos, o Boltimore broker with a flair for figures, kept 
careful check of his income and expenses fer a six-month tour of duty 
during which he Flew 40,000 miles over the woter. Adding up his re- 
sources, he found that he hod exactly $56 left ofter all his expenses 
were poid. In other words, he had mavage” to clear a tinle fess than 
$10 o month. He was lucky; many of the coortal potrol persenne! went
